UNITED NATIONS. '— Arab 
delegates and Third World sym- 
pathizers, walked out of the UN 
General Assembly yesterday while 
Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
addressed the body on the second 
day of its debate on the Palestinian 
question. 

'Blum called the walk-out "a 
childish exercise” and said it was 
contrary to the UN function of 
promoting dialogue between op- 
posing parties. Many who left their 
seats remained In the hall to listen 
to his speech.' 

Blum denounced the holding of 
the emergency session, which was 
called after the U.8. vetoed a 
Security Council resolution that 
would have declared support for the 
creation of a Palestinian state. 

. Blum called it Illegal, 
preposterous and a mockery of the 
rules, designed to suit the whims of 
a partisan group Implacably hostile 
to his country. He had earlier an- 
nounced' that Israel would regard 
any resolution the assembly 
adopted as illegal. 

' “There la the real world, and 
there is the world of the UN,” Blum 
said. “There is the UN charter; and 
there is its persistent violation by 
the majority within this 
organization.’’ 


Blum said many states 
represented in the UN regularly 
violated every human standard and 
international norm in the conduct of 
their affairs, regularly practising 
every crime they mendaciously at- 
. trlbuted to Israel. .. 

Yet the assembly passed over in 
silence International crimes and 
threats to peace persistently 
perpetrated by totalitarian and dic- 
■ tatorial regimes which rushed to 
harass Israel, he sold. Hypocrisy, 
cynicism and bias, he called it. 

Members of the Egyptian delega- 
tion were the only Arab members In 
their places as Blum continued Ms 
address. 

In Bonn yesterday, Arab League 
Secretary-General Chedli Klibi 
called on members of the European 
Community to take a more active 
role in helping solve the Mideast 
conflict.

About a third of a multi-storey 
building in the Sheikh Jar rah 
quarter of East Jerusalem has been 
designated for use by the Prime 
Minister's Office, when it is moved 
from Klryat Ben-Gurlon in West 
Jerusalem.

- For journalists, the new building 
offers a room for press con- 
ferences, and an end to waiting out- 
side during lengthy cabinet 
meetings. 

The director-general of the Prime 
Minister's Office. Matityahu 
Shmuelevltz, seemed to -confirm 
last night that- the move to East 
Jerusalem was imminent. 
Questioned about it In a television 
interview. Shmuelevltz did not 
demur to the interviewer's remark 
that the transfer would be made “in 
the days ahead." 

He said the move would help, not 
hinder, Israel's International situa- 
tion. "We must stand firm on our 
rights.” he said. “And when our 
rights in Jerusalem are involved, 
we must not only stand firm, but 
also act demonstratively to assert 
our rights." 

The director-general pointed out 
that work was begun on a new 
government complex in Sheikh 
Jarrah more than six years ago. 
The Justice Ministry, moreover, 
had been operating in Bait 
Jerusalem for years. “Why not the 
Prime Minister's office? 
Shmuelevltz asked. 

Other officials in the premier's 
bureau said last night the move was 
a matter of weeks off rather than 
days. Plumbers, plasterers and 
carpenters were putting. the 
finishing touches to the new 
premises, these officials said, and 
there was still a good deal of work 
to be done. . 


Knesset vote

Geula Cohen's short, almost 
starkly simple three-clause bill 
declaring Jerusalem the capital 
of Israel, which has sparked in- 
ternational controversy and 
was a factor in the convening of 
a rare special session of the UN 
General Assembly, last night 
passed its first reading in the 
Knesset. 

The bill consists of the following 
three sentences: 

"L Jerusalem is the capital of 
Israel. 

"2. The integrity and unity of 
greater Jerusalem in its boundaries 
after the Six-Day War, shall not be 
violated. 

“3. The permanent seat of the 
President, the Knesset, the Govern- 
ment and the Supreme Court shall 
be In Jerusalem." 

The vote was 60 - 12 , the majority 
consisting of the coalition, most of 
the Labour Alignment's wing, Gi- 
deon Hausner (Independent Li- 
berals), Stef Wertheimer (Shimxi), 
Mordechal Elgrably (Oded), Rabbi 
Kalman Kahana (Poalel Agudat 
Yisrael), Samuel Flatto-Sharon 
(Independent), and of course Cohen 
and Moshe Shamir (Tehlya). 

Opposed to the . bill were the 
Alignment's Mapam wing, Yossl 
Sarid (Alignment-Labour), Shlnul, 
the Democratic Front, and Shell. 

The Alignment caucus decided 
earlier to support the bill, but dur- 
ing the roll-call vote, Alignment 
absentees included Abba Eban, 
Yitzhak Rabin, Daniel Rosollo, 
Melr Amit, David Golomb, 
Yeroham Meshel, Ora Namlr, 
Yehezkel Zakal, Eliahu Moyal, 
Esther Herlltz, Halm Bar-Lev. 
Adlel Amoral, Jacques Amir and 
Tamar Eshel. 

Absentees from other factions In- 


cluded Deputy Premier Slraha 
Ehrlich. Ezer Weizman (Llkud- 
Hernt) . Avraham Melamed 
(National Religious Party), and 
Shlomo Lorlncz and Menahem 
Porush (both Agudat Yisrael). 

Cohen said that the Knesset, by 
passing her bill, would force 
Presidents Carter and Sadat to 
show their cards on Jerusalem now. 
If they take the stand that there is 
nothing to talk about if Israel ex- 
pects to retain sovereignty over un- 
ited Jerusalem, then it Is better for 
us to learn this now, before we are 
further weakened. 

Passage of the bill Is Important, 
Cohen said, to tell our enemies that 
their designs on Jerusalem will not 
succeed, and to let the U.S. and 
Egypt know that Israel is firm in its 
determination to hold on to united 
Jerusalem. 

Two of the speeches in the debate 
were especially noteworthy. 

Zalman Shoval (Likud-Rafl) said 
he failed to see how the bill could 
serve Israel's interests at this time. 
He would vote for the bill, but only 
because its defeat could be inter- 
preted as a retreat from Israel's 
determination that 'united 
Jerusalem would remain its 
capital. (In fact, Shoval was not 
present for the vote.) 

On the other side of the House, 
Uzi Baram (Alignment-Labour) 
rejected the argument that adop-. 
tion of the hill would frustrate 
peace efforts in the future. 

Baram, who heads the 
Alignment's committee on a 
Jerusalem law, said that 
Jerusalem constitutes the “red 
line” for Israel. Precisely today, 
when an attempt was being made to 
lump together Jerusalem and the 
West Bank, we must make the dis- 
tinction: Jerusalem — united under 
Israeli rule — and the West Bank —

Benefits ending for 2,000 jobless

Some 2,000 workers who have 
been out of a job for nearly six

: Employment Service represen- 
: tatlves. 

Adding to the bleak picture, 
Productivity Institute director > 
.Yisrael Mldan noted that most' 
layoffs in the past year have been in 
industry, not services. He explain- 
ed this by citing the slowdown in 
production, which has caused fac- 
tories ta try to cut back the 
number, of their employees. 

Histadrut leader Aharon Harel 
appeared before the committee to 
explain the need for legislation ex- 
tending the eligibility period for un- 


employment compensation. Chair- 
man Menahem Porush said he’ 
would consider lengthening the 
limit beyond six months. 

Employment Service director- 
general Baruch Haklal reported on 
attempts to solve unemployment 
problems in Afula, one of the most 
hard-hit towns.- He expressed hope 
that a -new Tadlran factory would 
help the situation, but complained 
that, laid-off workers were overly 
choosy, turning down some .alter-, 
native, offers. 

Labour, and- Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz warned that 
the. gTowing dimensions of un- 
employment were making it more 
difficult for his office to find 
solutions, and opined that the best 
answer lay in increasing exports 

He said that the brunt of five- 
problem is being borne by 
academics, but that new im- 
migrants were also affected.

TEL AVIV. — For the foreseeable 
future Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin Intends to continue holding 
onto the defence portfolio. He 
returns to work some time next 
week, and one of the first Items on 
his agenda will be putting the Herat 
Party's house in order and stifling 
the rivalries that sprang up in his 
absence. 

Sources in the Prime Minister's 
Office told The Jerusalem Poet last 
night that there is still no way In 
which Begin can implement Ms 
cabinet re-shuffle plan and that, 
despite the strain, he will have to 
carry on In hlx dual role. Begin suf- 
fered a mild heart attack several 
weeks ago and is still recuperating 
at home. 

The sources discounted reports 
-that Begin might soon appoint 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir to 
the defence ministry and leave the 
foreign portfolio unassigned for the 
time being. The sources said that 
Shamir had been Indicating that he 
is quite happy where he is and 
would leave the Foreign Ministry 
only with great reluctance. 

• The sources pointed out that 
Begin could not compel S ha m ir to 
change jobs without filling the 
vacancy. And the. Democratic 
Movement ministers have in- 
dicated that they are still opposed 
to the job being. filled by Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Mod&'l, a Liberal. 

Herat Party sources expect that 
me of Begin's first tasks upon Ms 
return to office , would be to put 
some order in the party. In his 


absence many of the internal party 
factions, free of the discipline 
usually Imposed by the Prime 
Minister, have been jostling for 
power, and the battles are expected 
to intensify when the party's 
Knesset list is drawn up. 

Herat realizes that, the Likud Is 
certain to emerge from the coming 
elections with fewer seats than it 
now holds and many party 
members are trying to safeguard 
their -positions early. 

One battle reportedly Involved an 
attempt by some party hawks to 
replace MK Haim Kaufman as 
chairman of the party Knesset fac- 
tion. The move Is said to be' led by 
MKs Dov Shilansky and Michael 
Dekel, though both deny that this is 
their specific aim. They note, 
however, that Kaufman is a former- 
supporter of E&er Weizman, a fact 
which makes him still suspect In 
their eyes. 

Herat hawks are also said to be 
behind revelations of alleged 
forgeries in the party membership- 
list. This, has put the party 
organization committee, and its 
chairman Michael Reiser, under in- 
vestigation by the party comp- 
troller. 

The allegations are that many of 
members’ names In the North Tel 
Aviv branch are fictitious. Reiser, 
too, was closely identified with 
Weizman, and is fighting for a seat 
in the next Knesset 

Begin himself is reported to 
favour Shamir as a successor one 
day, but Ms aides say he is ex- 
tremely displeased with the party 
in-fighting. 


Begin asks critics 
for restraint 
on security issues

Premier returns to Knesset, 
hits ‘NY League of Nations'

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
Interrupted his convalescence from 
a heart attack yesterday to come to 
the Knesset and vote on the 
Jerusalem bill (see adjacent 
story). . 

Looking pink-faced and 
pugnacious before half a dozen 
television cameras in the Knesset 
foyer. Begin reacted acidly to the 
ongoing anti-Israel debate at the 
■UN and dismissed the world 
organization contemptuously as the 
'New York League of Nations." 
Lumping the lot into one basket. 
Begin said be would like the 
members of that body "without ex- 
ception" to note that “Jerusalem, 
city of David, Is the eternal capital . 
of Israel and of the Jewish people. 
It ' will remain undivided for all 
future generations." 

The whole of Israel shares this 
stand, he said. 

Begin said he had not dubbed the 


UN “League of Nations” in any 
Freudian slip but had done so 
deliberately. "This Is what the UN 
has become. It has reached the 
level of the Geneva League of 
Nations. It la no longer an organiza- 
tion to make peace or preserve the 
peace. It is an organization for 
aggression," Begin said. 

Begin, who refused to answer 
questions, stayed In the bulldlngfor 
about half an hour. 


Nazi-hunter urges release 
of Hitler’s deputy Hess 


MUNICH. — Nazi-hunter Simon 
Wiesenthal yesterday urged the 
release of Hitler's former deputy, 
Rudolf Hess, the lone occupant of 
Berlin’s Spandau Jail. 

In an Interview with the Munich 
edition of Playboy magazine, 
Wiesenthal said Hess should be 
released an medical grounds. 

The former Nazi deputy, now 86, 
has suffered a variety of ailments In 
captivity since being taken prisoner 
by the British when he made a 
mysterious flight to Scotland in 
1941. 

Repeated pleas for the old man's 
release were thus far ignored by the 
Soviets, who, together with their 
farmer World War II allies, the 
U.S., Britain and France, take turns 
at guarding the lone Spandau 

prisoner. 

Wiesenthal, who has made a 


lifelong task of hunting down Nazi 
criminals and won fame for Ms 
successful pursuit of former Nazi 
Adolf Eichmann, said his chase was 
nearing an end as Hitler’s followers 
die out. 

- Nonetheless, Wiesenthal said Ms 
documentation centre lzt Vienna 
was working to bring an Austrian, 
Ernst Lerch, to trial for Ms alleged 
part In the murder of two million 
Jews. 

Other men still high on his hun- 
ting list Include Eichmann deputy 
Rolf Guenther, Auschwitz death 
camp doctor Josef Mengele and 
Walter Raufl, former chief of the 
mobile Nazi gas chambers, who, 
Wiesenthal said, runs around free In 
Punta Arenas, after Chilean 
authorities declined to extradite 
him. (UPI, AP) 



Following hunger striker’s death: 

Crowds protest security prison conditions

Riot police armed with batons 
yesterday broke up an angry crowd 
inside the Old City of Jerusalem 
ne-r Herod’s Gate, which was 
protesting against the events that 
had led to the death — apparently 
due to forced feeding — of one of the 
Nafha jail hunger-strikers on Tues- 
day evening. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
yesterday, said that All Mohammed 
Shahada ja'afri, 34, had died ap- 
parently as a result of a hing infec- 
tion contracted as a result of forced 
feeding in Ramie jail to which he 
and 29 others had been transferred 
on MOnday night. Prison authorities 
at first said -that Ja’afri, and two 


.others of the 29 hunger-striking 
prisoners moved from Nafha 
because of their weakened condi- 
tion, had been hospitalized after 
contracting pnenumonla. Last night 
it was reported that one of these 
prisoners wae in critical condi- 
tion. The other will probably be 
released from hospital in a few 
days. 

Yesterday, the former Jordanian . 
defence minister Anwar Nuoselbeh 
held a press conference in 
Jerusalem and calle'd for the 
transfer of all the Nafha Inmates. 

Nusselbeh, who has a cousin . 
among the prisoners now being held 
in Ramie jaU, said that conditions at 
the Nafha maximum security 
prison In the Negev should be ex- 
amined and, if the prison is found ' 


unfit for human habitation, it should 
be closed. 

. A group of 49 prisoners in Ramie 
prison refused to eat last night. In 
solidarity with the Nafha prisoners 
who are continuing their hunger 
strike. The Prison Service thinks 
elements hostile to Israel are whip- 
ping up ferment among the security 
prisoners, and that political war- 
fare against the State of Israel, and 
not prison conditions, is the driving 
force of the hunger strike. 

■ Members of the prisoners' 
'families yesterday gathered outside 
the Red Cross offices in East 
Jerusalem to press their demands 
.for Improved conditions at Nafha. 
The small gathering soon developed 
into a march down East 
Jerusalem’s main Sal ah e-Dln 


street. Stores closed and the 
marchers moved into the Old City, 
where police dispersed them, 
-detaining 19, Including Nusseibeh’s 
wife, Nuzha. 

Senior lawyers and a leading 
criminologist last night said, pen- 
ding the results of an official in- 
quiry, that If the investigation into 
the prisoner's death reveals gross 
negligence or any unlawful act on 
the part of prison officials, there 
might be grounds for charges of 
manslaughter. But, they noted that 
in view of the wide powers given to 
prison doctors and other officials 
under the Prison Ordinance and its 
regulations. It was perhaps more 
likely that there would be grounds 
for a charge of death caused by

Interior Minister Yosef Burp 
sustained a minor defeat in the 
Knesset Interior Committee yester- 
day on a clause in the citizenship 
bill now being prepared for the se- 
cond reading. 

Committee chairman Shlorao 
Hillel succeeded in his campaign to 
enable the Druse on tbe Golan 
Heights to apply for Israeli Identity 
cards, when he got approval, by 
seven votes to four, for the relevant 
clause, over the objections of the 
Znterior Ministry. 

And on the Golan, Druse greeted 
the news with acclaim. 

The clause approved entitles 
residents of *' areas under the con- 
trol of the IDF" to apply for identity 
cards. This version was drafted to 
get around Burg's objections to the 
previous version which talked of 
residents of ".areas occupied by the 
Israel Defence Forces." 

Last week, meeting with coalition 
leaders. Burg said be wanted all 
reference to the areas, entirely 
deleted, and the bill rephrased to 


read that anybody, anywhere, who 
had performed a vital service for 
Israel could apply for citizenship. 
Burg also said, he wanted to avoid 
the possibility of allegations that 
Israel was either annexing the 
Golan, or making distinctions 
between the Golan, and Judea and 
Samaria. 

Yesterday’s vote cut across 
coalition-opposition lines and show- 
ed Burg's control over the coalition 
to be weaker than he imagined. The 
Hillel proposal was backed by his 
two Labour colleagues, Ze’ev Katz 
and Yehuda H&shal; three Likud 
members, Dov Shilansky, Aznnon 
Linn and Amal Naar e-Dln,; and 
Kalman KaJmna of Poale Aguda. 

Voting against the Hillel In- 
itiative were Ehud Olmert (Likud) 
Moshe Aznar (Alignment- Map am), 
Mordechal Vlrshubski (Shinull and 
Plnhas Sc he Inman (NKP). 

When Burg was told of the defeat 
in committee, he reportedly said, 
"Nothing has happened yet.” This 
was taken as a hint that he would 
try to upset the committee decision 
at some stage before the citizenship 
bill comes up far its final reading.

He also denied reports that 
Israeli troops had been involved In 
setting up the alleged Balata 
stronghold. 


Nicaragua recognizes 
PLO, hosts Arafat 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP). — 
Nicaragua has ■ recognized the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat and atop 
Nicaraguan official announced at a 
hews conference Tuesday. 

Daniel Ortega, a member of the 
ruling five-man Nicaraguan junta, 
called the action ‘‘historical," and 
Arafat said the agreement to es- 
tablish diplomatic relations was 
"sealed with the blood of com- 
batants" of both peoples. 

Ortega said Israel was ho friend 
of the Nicaraguan people. "Israel 
sold arms to the regime of 
Anastasia Somoza during the war 
against the Nicaraguan people," he 
added. 

Arafat arrived in Managua on 
Monday, two days later than 
scheduled. He and Cuban President 
Fidel Castro, who arrived Friday, 
were among those Invited for the 
first-anniversary celebration of 
Somoza's overthrow. 

The Red Cross estimated that 50,- 
000 people were killed in the one- 
year fight by the Sandinlsta 
guerrillas that put an end to 42 
years of rule by the Somoza family 
in Nicaragua.

The Knesset last night began 
debate on the first reading of a bill 
providing stiff er .punishment for 
supporters of terror organizations. 
But the vote on the first reading 
was postponed to enable the 
government to try to whip up a 
bigger majority. 

Justice Minister Shxnuel Tamir 
Introduced the hill on Monday but 
the debate was postponed for the 
same reason. 

Tamir Is said to be anxious to 
hold the first reading vote next 
week — the last parliamentary 
week before the summer recess. 

Earlier, he conferred with Align- 
ment faction chairman Moshe 
Sfaahai in a bid to enlist Alignment 
backing for the hill, and said he was 
willing to consider introducing cer- 
tain changes If the Alignment so 


demanded. Shahal did not say what 
the Alignment's likely reaction 
would be to these proposals. 

Shahal said that Tamir had 
agreed to postpone the vote on the 
first reading until next week, and 
would appear in person at a 
meeting of the Alignment faction on 
Monday afternoon to explain hie 
case. 

The Alignment faction discussed 
the anti-terror law yesterday as 
well, and voted 17-7 to maintain Its 
opposition to the law. 

Labour leader Shimon Peres said 
the haste which the government 
demonstrated over the anti-terror 
law was unprecedented. 

The seven in the minority on the 
vote were led by Yitzhak Rabin and 
Shoshana Arbeli and included 
several members generally 
classified as "Labour hawks."

Prison Service spokesman David 
Zilberman said yesteray that 
Ja'afri and other prisoners were 
force-fed by trained prison nurses 
on Monday night after the daily 
Ramadan fast. A tube was In- 
troduced Into their stomachs and, 
liquid nutrients were Introduced 
into the body. 

ZZlberman said that Ja'afri and 
the two other hospitalized 
prisoners, unable to hold down the 
food, had regurgitated it, but bad 
kept their mouths shut and then 
breathed deeply, drawing the liquid 
Into their lungs. The next day, they 
complained of breathing problems. 
When pressed, Zilberman said that 
such incidents were “very rare." 

Forty-nine prisoners still at Nafha 
and one of the 20 transferred to 
Ramie are still continuing, their 
hunger strike, now Into Its 13th day. 
The remaining Nafha prisoners In 
Ramie have ended their strike. 

Zilberman repeated that con- 
ditions at the recently opened Nafha 
prison are "normal.” The jail was 
specifically built for convicted 
terrorists serving particularly long 
terms and who are considered 
problematic by the Prison Service. 
The main difficulty la the distance 
their families have to travel to visit 
them. The prison is situated 16 km. 
north of Mitzpe Ramon In the 
Negev.

Eban says EC position 
based on false pretences 


"If the European Community 
and, especially, the British Govern- 
ment now argue for a meticulous 
reconstruction of the (1949) old ar- 
mistice lines, they would be in the 
invidious position of having ob- 
tained Israel's acceptance of 
(Security' Council) resolution 242 by 
misleading assurances," writes 
Abba Eban, MK in a letter to The 
'Times of London published last 
week. 

Eban recalls in his letter that 
former British Foreign Secretary 
George Brown, who presented the 
text of resolution 242, said in a 
public statement on January 19, 
1970: “I formulated the Security 
Council resolution. The proposal 
said Israel will withdraw from 
territories that were occupied and 
not from 'the' territories, which 
means that Israel will not withdraw 
from all the territories.” 


In a more formal setting, former 
foreign minister Eban- recalls, the 
British position was stated In the 
House of Commons by then Foreign 
Secretary Michael Stewart (as 
recorded in Hansard, December 9, 
1968) : "As I have explained before, 
there is reference in that vital UN 
Security Council resolution both to 
withdrawal- from territories and to 
secure and recognized boundaries. 
As I have told the House previously, 
we believe that these two things 
should be read concurrently and 
that the omission of the word 'all’ 
before the- word 'territories' is 
deliberate." 

Eban’s letter was a reply to a- 
letter from the pro- Arab MP Dennis 
Walters. Eban began by saying that 
"Israel is likely to have peace with 
all its Arab neighbours before it 
achieves peace with the pro-Arab 
lobby in Britain."

TEL AVIV. — Violence In schools, 
the erosion in teachers, wages and 
educating pupils despite drastic 
budgetary cuts will be among the 
problems discussed during the 25th 
convention of the Teachers Union, 
which opened yesterday evening 
and lasts until Friday. 

The main victims' of the 
government's failure to implement 
the Etzloni committee's 
recommendations concerning the 
teachers' wages will be the children 
of Israel, Amnon Abramson, the 

Teachers Union secretary-general 
designate, said at a press con- 
ference yesterday morning. 

If the Civil Service Commission 
fails to implement the Etzloni Com- 


mittee’s recommendations, the 
Teachers Union will not join the 
collective wage agreement recently 
signed between the Hlatadrut and 
the government, Abramson said. 

According to the government- 
appointed Etzloni Committee, 
teachers' salaries must be 
augmented by 33 per cent to bring 
them to par with engineers' pay. 
The committee also concluded that 
teachers' wages are not enough to 
live on. 

Abramson expressed grave con- 
cern for the quality of teachers in 
the future, noting that scores of new 
teachers have been dismissed, and 
increasingly fewer students -are 
registering for tea c h in g courses, 
because of the government's 
budgetary cuts.

Url Avnery (Shell) compared 
Tehiya to the "tiny minority of mad 
zealots" who gained control of the 
Jewish community towards the end 
of the Second Commonwealth and’ 
brought about the destruction of 
Jerusalem. Unless Israel gives the 
Arabs and the Moslems n«Mnnni 
rights in Jerusalem, he warned, the 
consequence would be “perpetual 
war betweten iif- 800 , million 
Moslems." 

Binyamin Halevy (Democrats) 
said that it is not just a single 
Knesset faction but the majority of 
"the Jewish people who subscribe to 
the Psalmist's pledge, "If I forget 
thee. Jerusalem, may my right 
hand perish." Passage of the bill is 
essential, he said, to make it clear 
to the world that Israel does not 
accept the view of the prophets of 
doom in its midst. 

Hausner said that the continued 
existence of united Jerusalem 
depends on Israel's ability to hold 
on to it and not on any declaration. 
But he said he would vote for the 
bill, "lest any friend or adversary 
begin to suspect that there had been 
any weakening of our firm resolve 
regarding the unity of Jerusalem." 

Moshe Amar (Alignment- 
Mapam) said that while the bill 
would not help Israel, her enemies 
would exploit it for their propagan- 
da. "Jerusalem Is the eternal 
capital of the Jewish people, its 
national-political and Its spiritual- 
religious centre," he said. 

Yehuda Ben-Meir (National 
Religious Party) said that the 
Knesset vote would be the answer 
to the "hypocritical" special ses- 
sion of the UN General Assembly 
now meeting upder the slogan 
"united for peace." As for the 
“poor timing" argument levelled 
against the bill, where Jerusalem 
was concerned any time Is a good 
time, he declared. 

Plnhas Scheinman (NRP) recall- 
ed- that the first time the Knesset 
discussed the status of Jerusalem 
was In December 39*9 after tbe UN 
had decided to Internationalize the 
city. Although the plight of the 
young state was infinitely worse 
than it is today, Ben-Gurlon then 
proclaimed in the Knesset:

Amnon Rubinstein (Shinui) said

Giscard: France will deal 
harshly with terrorists 


PARIS (UPI). — The gove r nment 
served notice yesterday that 
France will remain . a political 
haven for refugees, but will deal 
harshly with foreigners using its 
soil for terrorist actions.

‘Jewish heritage’ bill passed into law

The Foundations of Law bill 
yesterday passed its second and 
third- readings, by a vote of 48-19. 

The bill provides that whenever 
the courts are confronted by a 
lacuna in legislation or judicial 
precedents, they shall be guided in 
.their decisions* by "the principles of 
freedom, Justice, honesty - and 
peace of the Jewish heritage." 

Except for four of its deputies 
who abstained, the Alignment voted . 
against the bill. . 

Up to now, when faced with a 
lacuna, the courts were required, 
wider Article 49 of the King’s Order 


in Council, dating from Mandatory 
times, to rule in accordance with 
English law. That article is now 
repealed. 

Law Committee chairman David 
Glass (National Religious Party) 
said that the adoption of the bill 
made yesterday “a great day for 
Israeli law.” But he added that he 
would have preferred the new law 
to speak not of the principles of the 
Jewish heritage, but of “ihe prin- 
ciples of Jewish law." 

Glass said the source of the op- 
position to the bill was psy- 
chological: there were people who 
recoiled against anything 
designated Jewish. '

— The demonstration 
planned yesterday by the League 
Against Nazi Criminals during the 
dedication of Berlin Park In Tel 
Aviv was called off when Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat explained that the 
park's real name is "The Berlin 
Community Park," in memory of 
the Jewish community which 
perished during World War n. 

The park, located between the 
Hadar Yosef and Afeka quarters, in 
Rehov Kehllat Riga, was made 
possible by a 13700,000 donation 
from the Berlin Jewish community. 
Most of the sum was donated 
-anonymously. 


In the centre of the park stands a 
specially-designed 20-ton, 3.3- 
metre-hlgh sculpture by Matanya 
Abramson, called "Fertility.” 

At the ceremony were: the chair- 
man of the West Berlin Jewish 
Community, .Heinz Galinskl: the 
Israel ambassador to Germany. 
Yohanan Moroz; Tel Aviv Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat; and German Am- 
bassador to Israel Klaus Schuetz, 
who spoke In Hebrew.

Bolivian Indians join 
opposition to junta 


LA PA Z, Bolivia (UPI). — Gunfire 
echoed yesterday through the 
valley cradling La Pax, and Indiana 
armed with sticks and rocks were 
reported marching to the aid of par- 
tisans fighting the new military, 
regime southeast of the capital. 

Bolivian army troops patrolled 
deserted streets in the three- 
kilometre-high capital city of 800,- 
00D people during the 9 p.m. to 8 
a-m. curfew decreed by the junta. 

The clandestine Stisfof December 
radio station Tuesday afternoon 
reported that 4,000 Potoal Indians 
were marching to help rebellious 
mine workers In Catavi, 498 km. 
southeast of La Pax. * 

The radio said the India nw were 
armed mostly with sticks and rocks 
and that they would "march day 
and night" to reach the mining cen- 
tre. 

The southeastern portion of 
Bolivia, a rugged mountainous 
area, has been the centre of armed 
resistance to the latest In Bolivia's 
long history of military 
governments. 

Anti-government snipers in La 
Paz, meanwhile, used the cover of 


night in their fighting against Boli- 
vian army troops, who put Gen. 
Luis Garcia Meza in power {luring a 
military coup last Thursday. 

The 25,000 troops under Garda 
Meza have managed to bring most 
of the rebellious mining district un- 
der control since the takeover. 

Ousted President Lidia Gudller, 
who resigned despite earlier 
declarations she would die before 
turning power over to the military, 
remained in the sanctuary of the 
Vatican Embassy. 

Garcia Meza, a 54-year-old ultra- 
conservative army officer, took the 
oath of office as president on Fri- 
day.

“subversive terrorism of the far 
left." 

In Geneva yesterday, the Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists 
charged that Bolivia’s new military 
rulers are ordering the arbitrary 
arrest and execution of church, 
labour and political leaders. 

The commission called on the 
Inter-American Commission on 
Human Rights to initiate an im- 
mediate investigation.

Ceausescu in Paris for talks 
on trade, disarmament 


Soviet girl gymnasts edge 
Rumanians for Olympic gold 


PARIS (Reuter). — Rumanian 
President Nlcolae Ceausescu arriv- 
ed In Paris yesterday for a three- 
day official visit with talks ex- 
pected to centre on East-West 
detente, disarmament and 
Bucharest's unfavourable trade 
balance with France. 

The Rumanian leader, accom- 
panied by a delegation headed by 
his wife Elena, the first deputy 
prime minister, was greeted at 
Orly Airport by President Valery 
Glscard d’Estaing. 

The two men were due to hold 
three sessions of private dis- 
cussfons during which the 
Afghanistan crisis and its effect on 
East-West relations were expected 
to loom large. 

' Both France and Rumania are 


seen as mavericks because of the 
independent stances they have 
adopted within their respective 
alliances. NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact. 

A joint statement issued after the 
two presidents last met, in 
Bucharest in March 1979, said that 
“detente excludes bloc politics and 
spheres of influence.” 

Ceausescu's second visit to 
France — the first was in June 1970 
— comes at a time when economic 
problems are making Rumania in- 
creasingly dependent on the soviet 
bloc. 

France is Rumania's second 
largest Western trading partner 
after West Germany but there is a 
wide trade gap in France's favour.

The 
15-year-old also had the best in- 
dividual score in two days of com- 
pulsories and optional exercises 
and leads the qualifiers for the all- 
around championship, which Is 
scheduled today. 

In one of the closest and most 
brilliant displays of women's gym- 
nastics in history, the competition 
also produced two other perfect 
marks of 10. Melita Ruhn of 
Rumania scored one of the marks 
in the vault and Yelena Davydova 
of the Soviet Union got the other In 
floor exercises. 

Comaneci led the individual stan- 
dings until the final exercise on the 
uneven bars, where she performed 
relatively poorly and got a mark of 
9.50 after three straight ■ 9.90s in 
earlier optlonals. She tumbled to 
fourth place in the standings. 

Comaneci slipped from the 
higher of the two uneven bars as 
she was preparing to spring to the 
lower bar and hit the mat. She 
leaped bqck up and completed the 
manoeuvre, but the error probably 
cost her 4/lOths of a point and lost 


Except for the 18-year-old 
Comaneci, who has matured 
physically from the pig-tailed 
sprite who starred at Montreal, 
most of the Rumanian gymnasts 
are wiry and slender girls in their 
mid-teens. 

Other members of the winning 
Soviet team were Maria Filatova, 
19, Stella Zakharova, 17, and 
Yelena Naimoushina, the youngest 
member, who is only 15.

Jesus may be ruled illegal 
in Oklahoma federal park

LAWTON, Oklahoma (UPI). — 
Federal officials are deciding 
whether a seven-metre marble 
statue of Jesus, erected on a rocky 
hilltop in a federal wildlife refuge, 
violates the U.S. constitutional ban 
on mixing state and religion. 

The 5.5-ton statue, imported from 
Italy, towers above the Holy City of 
the Wichitas. The complex, which 
has been the site of Easter sunrise 
services since 1936, was built as a 
make- work project-under President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
depression-era Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. 

Jimmie Hysaw, a former director 
of the holy city, said a ruling 
against the statue might affect the 


entire complex, located in the 
Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge. 
“Just about everything out at the 
holy city has a religious symbol at- 
tached to it," Hysaw said. “I don't 
know what would be left." 

"We are aware of the importance 
of the issue and that it could set a 
national precedent,” said a Pish 
and Wildlife Department lawyer in 
Washington^ He said a ruling would 
be issued, but not Immediately. 

."This is an extremely complex 
Issue, ’particularly the length of 
time the facility has been in place,” 
a local official of the department 
said on Tuesday. "This will have to 
take a great deal of study before 
any decision is made."

EGYPTIAN AMBASSADOR Sa'ad

He blamed 
“declarative" statements about the 
settlements and East Jerusalem for 
the kind of bitterness he felt during 
a recent visit to Egypt. 

“But I must nay that when I came 
back to Israel I felt that I was fac- 
ing a new situation that needed 
more effort*, to dissipate doubts and 
to enhance confidence," Mortada 
said.

“Such a State could never create 
a serious' threat to the security of 
Israel. On the contrary, we hope 
that It will help confidence and 
cooperation to replace doubts and 
animosity." 

All Arab states agreed upon 
resolution M2 which provides for a 
“peaceful settlement" Hence, any 


military hostilities will be con- 
demned and checked. 

“With the sophisticated weapons 
of the Israeli Army, and the Inter- 
national balance of power, I do not 
think that Israel has to fear any 
real menace to its own security." 

As to the possibility of Soviet in- 
fluence in the area if the Palesti- 
nian people have their state, Mor- 
tada recalled the Egyptian ex- 
perience with the 17,000 Soviet ex- 
perts who never encouraged any at- 
tack against Israel. “Rather they 
warned us that war was dangerous 
and we should settle our problems 
through diplomatic channels. 

“The Soviet presence Is obvious 
In Syria, yet no Infiltrators try to 
cross the Israeli borders."

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Bank of Israel report on monetary developments 

Money injection ISl.lb. a month

The real interest rate, after tak- 
ing account of Inflation, was 10 per 
cent in the second quarter'of 1980, 
down from 12 per cent in the first 
quarter — according to a Report on 
monetary developments in recent 
months by the Bank of Israel. 

These Interest rates are con- 
siderably above those recorded for 
the last quarter of 1979, when the 
real interest rate was 1 per cent, 
and by comparison with the third 
quarter of 1979, when the real in- 
terest rate was minus 4 per cent. 

The report says that there was no 
Change .in the total amount of bank 
credit In the first half of 1980, but 
the share of directed, that is, sub- 
sidized credit, rose to 57 per cent of 
the total, instead of 48 per cent by 
the end of 1979. 

The increase was due to the rise 
in export credits, which ore the 
most highly subsidized of the 
government-directed credits. At 
the same time, restrictive 
monetary policies reduced free 
credits extended by the banking 
system. 

The Bank of Israel report, to be 
published next week, will also show 
that there has been a 5 per cent rise 
in the liquid assets held by the 
public. The increase results from 
the bigger injection of cash Into the 
economy by the Treasury and the 
Bank of Israel, and a lower absorp- 
tion of local currency throuh 
sales of foreign exchange. 

Bank of Israel economists say 
that the accumulation of liquid 


assets by the public despite restric- 
tive policies by the central bank, 
proves the failure of the bank to 
counteract the Injection of cash by 
the Treasury through monetary 
policies. 

These economists say. moreover, 
that the.reductlon of the balance of 
payments deficit in the first halt of 
.1980 mekns that the • injection of 
cash mainly spurred domestic ac- 
tivity. and thus fanned the rate of 
inflation. 


Interest rates for home market 
activities and credit ceilings having 
been raised, the volume of credit 
for domestic activities fell by 9 per 
cent in real terms, compared with a 
22 per cent contraction in the se- 
cond half of 1979. 

At May 1980 prices, the govern- 
ment prints some 13800m. a month 


and the Bank of Israel Injects 
another 13300m. The total infusion 
of cash into the economy by the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel in 
the first half of 1980 amounted to 
IS4.6b., of which ISi.9b. was ac- 
counted for by the central bank. 

The 1980/81 budget, by now 
hopelessly outdated, predicted a 
total money injection of IS200m. in 
fiscal 1980/81 — less than a, tenth of 
the money already printed by the 
Treasury in the first six months of 
the year. 

In the second half of 1979, part of 
the cash poured into the economy 
was absorbed by higher sales of 
foreign currency. With the 
economtc slowdown in the first half 
of this year, this process has been 
halted, because businessmen no 
longer rush to buy foreign currency 
for Imports. 


More East German trade with Iraqi 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter). — East 
Germany Is seeking closer 
economic links with Iraq, its chief 
oil supplier outside the Soviet Union 
and already its biggest trading 
partner in the Middle East, the of- 
ficial dally newspaper "Neues 
Deutschland” reported this week. 

Trade between the two states has 
rocketed over the past five years 
and Is worth over DM800m. 
(8440m.) a year, two-thirds of it 
made up of annual Iraqi oil supplies 
of around a million tons- 

East Germany exports industrial 
machinery as part payment for the 


'oil, and informed sources said it 
was seeking a sharp increase Ln 
these sales to altaet rising oil 
prices. 

The Soviet Union has pegged its 
oil exports to East Germany at the 
1980 level of 19m. tons a year for the 
coming five years, forcing the East 
Berlin government to buy in- 
creasing amounts on the world 
market.

This means, he says, that to sur- 
vive In a country where the rate of 
Inflation is about 125 per cent a

e first is to “index” prices 
ir. ihly, so as to keep pace with in- 
flation. Prices are changed — up- 
wards — about once a month. This 
is -i :companied by a policy of gtv- 
ln< is little credit as possible, and 
a.v redit extended beyond 30 days 
mu;, be tied to the index. The 
earlier practice here of giving 
credit for from 120 to 280 days days 
became as extinct — about two 


years ago — as the dinosaur. 

Moreover. Inventory should or 
kept to a bare minimum. In fact, 
some wholesalers — they are the 
sector hardest hit by inflation — are 
becoming brokers today. When 
they get an order from a retailer, 
they turn immediately to the fac- 
tory, obtain the goods, and ship 
them directly from the factory to 
the retailer. They do not, or try not 
to warehouse the goods first, or to 
keep goods in stock. 

Another rule of “inflation 
management” Is never to enter Into 
a long-term contract, unless 
payments are fully indexed. 

A final step is never to make * 
mistake about the credit 
worthiness of a customer. This he 
led to nearly everybody insisting o - 
being paid in cash. If a cheque 
bounces, it may take two or three 
months before it Is finally 
honoured. And during these two o- 
three months, with the high infla- 
tion rate, all profl-s fro; i a deal ca: 
be wiped out. 

He notes that tho ratr of bouncing 
cheques today Is slnut 10 per jent;

Pest Economic Reporter 
Women will not be allowed to see 
their husbands’ tax statements un- 
less divorce proceedings are pen- 
ding, they are suing for alimony or 
the information is needed as a 
result of a court order.

The Treasury's argument in op- 
posing the amendment tabled by 
Grossman was that opening tax 
returns to inspection by wives 
would lead to more tax evasion. 
Husbands might be more willing to 
disclose their true income to the tax 
authorities than to their spouses.

THE GOVERNMENT has refrained from any official reaction 
to President Sadat's address Tuesday night in which he insisted 
that all Israeli settlements In the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
must be dismantled and that all the measures taken by Israel in 
Jerusalem are “null and void." East Jerusalem, he said, is Arab 
and an inseparable part of the West Bank. 

Israeli restraint about the statement is wise, given the recent 
rather bitter personal exchanges between Sadat and Mr. Begin. 
Yet it would have been preferable to exercise restraint on per- 
sonal accusations and respond on a matter of political sub- 
stance, like Mr. Sadat's remarks. For the Egyptian leader's 
demands, however declaratory in intent, offend the sensibilities 
and political understanding of the bulk of Israelis. 

Even Israelis who oppose the present governments policy of 
settlement are not ready to lump all settlement Into one cluster 
of expendability , And even those who are prepared to entertain 
proposals recognizing the Arab interest in Jerusalem consider 
any suggestion of rolling Israel back from its hold on Jerusalem 
as profane and wholly unacceptable. 

Certainly Sadat's statements transcend the elements of 
negotiation required to achieve an autonomy agreement, as 
stipulated under the Camp David agreements. Rather they 
reflect an attempt to determine, from the outset,. the final out- 
come of the autonomy — after its stipulated five years — a tac- 
tic employed by both Israel and Egypt, which has prevented any 
progress In the autonomy talks. 

Were the result of this lack ‘of progress simply to freeze the 
status quo until reasonableness prevails there would be more 
cause for hope. But that is not the case. For the status quo has a 
momentum of Its own, and it is all negative. 

It has led to the vituperative exchanges between Sadat and 
Begin which now sour the atmosphere. 

It has led to the self-inflicted frenzy about Jerusalem — a 
frenzy anchored solely in considerations of domestic politics — 
which informs the Likud and Labour's treatment of Geula 
Cohen's Knesset bill. It is a bill which would change nothing, but 
damage Israel in doing so. And Mr. Be gin's much heralded deci- 
sion to move his office eastward has a similar standing. 

This negative momentum also led to Mr. Sadat's hard-line 
statements. If autonomy, is on ice — in Sadat's mind until after 
the U.S. elections — then the Egyptian leader presumably 
decided he better, in the meantime, offer rhetoric that will dis- 
arm his critics. 

In real political terms, of course, there is no advantage to any 
party in this kind of status quo. Both Egypt and Israel will . 
become embedded more deeply in increasingly inflexible 
positions. 

But while this clock ticks. Israel will be moving inexorably 
toward the surrender of the remainder of Sinai and its political 
leverage over Cairo and Egypt toward confirmation of its Arab 
critics that its sole concern is the return of Sinai. 

__If the two countries become locked together in such a sorry 
circumstance, the peace agreement will be fragile indeed.

I Am deeply distressed by the 
grotesque misquotation of my 
remarks at a press' conference at 
Belt Agron on July 1.

themselves as T am sure they have 
and will. My own remarks at the 
conference were representations of 
my own views, and mine alone. 

(In retrospect — ah, the virtues of 
hindsight — It is clear that the 
statement should have been allow- 
ed to speak for itself, without ad- 
ditional comment.) 

As to my own remarks, I want to 
assure you that they dealt with 
policy and not with personality. 


Those who were present at the 
press conference — Including, coin- 
cidentally, a representative of the 
Government Press Office — will 
attest that none of the participants 
engaged In personal attacks of any 
kind. We are, all of us. fully aware 
of the awesome responsibilities you 
carry, and while there may be 
sharp differences of view between 
us. our prayers are always with 
you. 

That there are differences, you 


know. 1 have long believed, and I 
trust that you share the belief, that 
full discussion and debate of such 
differences Is - Important,- and 
perhaps even constructive. 

X think It especially important 
that such debate go forward among 
those whose ongoing commitment 
to Israel's safety and welfare, to Its 
security as a Jewish state. Is un- 
shafceable. 

Your' memory of sharp debate 
within the family 1 goes back much 


farther than 'mine, and ft 
likely that no onetaOWabetor^j 
you how others, who do not sh*^ 
our a xiom a ti c commitment*, a**, 
seek to exploit our sometime d£ 
agreement. It seems to we that the 
only rea p pe a r we can make la tbo 
response we have always-made — 
that la, to continue 1 to work and lo 
live in a way that makes dear to 
one and all what our cemtralhfikf, 
are.

Dear Professor Fein, 


I know that you enjoy a complete 
Dmm&nd of the Hebrew tongue 


command of the Hebrew tongue 
and I have, therefore, no compunc- 
tion In replying to your letter of 
July 4 — which reached me yester- 
day — in the language of my 
thoughts and feeling. 

Ever since I learned Zionism 
from Ze'ev Blnyamln Herzl and 
Ze'ev Jabotlnsky 1 believe with all 
my heart that Eretz Israel belongs 
to the whole Jewish people and not 
only to those Jews who live in it. 
Hence, I have no objection to Jews 
who live In the diaspora criticizing 
the policy of the Israel Government 
of the day; by its very democratic 
nature, it is transient. 

The fact Is, and one can of course 
find reason for surprise at this, 
Jews abroad and especially In the 
United States did not exercise this 
right during the office of previous 
governments. Was it that they 
never had any cause to criticize 
their policies, their commissions, 
omissions, whereas in these days 
there are some Jews who feel they 
can bountifully indulge In this 
right? I make no complaint, but of 
Itself the fact la worthy of note. 

However, .there la a distinction 
between words of criticism and 
aggressive abuse. I felt that what 
we face is not the exercise of the 
right of dissent but a verbal aggres- 
sion which, in itself, would warrant 
sharp criticism of Its author, I do 
not w ish |o g traver those remarks 
but perhaps you will be good 
enough to look-aUhezn again. With 
this in mind I enclose, herewith. 
The Jerusalem Post clipping. 
Please read It. 

All my life, Professor Fein, I 
have been an anti-chauvinist. I 
have nothing in common with Mon- 
sieur Nicolas Chauvln of the 
Napoleon m era who heaped praise 
on everything France did. I know 
the shortcomings of our people, its 
petulance, the drop-outs, the 
yerida, its penchant for undeserved 
hatred — "slnnat chinnam” in 
Hebrew — which has pursued It 
from ancient times until today. You 
might, perhaps, register the fact 
that according to the testimony of 
Israeli citizens who wrote letters on 
the matter to the editors of 
"Ma'ariv" and “Hatsofe," the 
Peace Now demonstrators In front 
of the Prime Minister’s Office, 
whose -path you accept and whose 
doctrine you spread, jumped for joy 
on learning that I had suffered a 
heart attack and was hospitalized. 
Does that not deserve to be labelled 


" format chinnam " with the added 
adjective unbridled? 

What did they rejoice about? Are 
we not all In the hands of Divine 
Providence? They craved my 
death. It transpires that the Maker 
of men and the Creator of soul’s has 
not. for now, hearkened to their 
call. 

I venture to say that I have serv- 
ed the Jewish people for more than 
50 years. My old eyes have seen 
much: two world wars, seven other 
wars, jail and concentration camp; 
five years underground — deprive- - 
Hon. starvation and more. 

Given this experience — which 
you will admit is not small — I per- 
mit myself to express astonishment 
why a man like you has to organise 
American Jews In order to publish 
a statement which lends — not, God 
forbid, intentionally — comfort to 
those who gleefully declare; “Look, 
the Jews of America are turning 
their backs on Israel." 

Why should one act thus in the 
particular times that confront us? 
Do you not see what is happening in 
Copenhagen? Did you not read the 
Fatah Damascus resolution? Don't 
you hear the speeches from the 
rostrum of the United Nations? Do 
you, with your intelligence, not 
perceive that the whole purpose Is 
to squeeze us into a thin strip of 
territory in preparation for “The 
Day?" What else has to be rendered 
In writing or orally to make you and 
your colleagues understand that we 
are fighting for our fives? ■ 

You employ a certain turn of 
phrase: you say you. are against a 
“Greater- Israel." I shudder at 
these words. This spuriously- 
applied expression takes us hack to 
the Nazi days. The British used to 
contend that that demon 
slaughterer wanted to establish a 
"Greater Germany." There are 
Englishmen now, anti-Zionist and 
anti-Jewlsh — Mr. Ian GUmor 
[Lord Privy Seal and Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman in the House of 
Commons] is one of them — who 
assert that the writer of this letter, 
together with his friends, want to 
create "a Greater Israel." The in- 
nuendo is dear. The purpose Is 
beyond doubt. Must Jews, 
professors among them, lend 
credence to this nonsense, this In- 
citement? What "Greater Israel?" 

.The whole territory between the 
Jdrdan River and the sea Is 70 kma. 
wide, or, In the American terms you 
well comprehend, 40 miles. Is that 
what you call a "Greater Israel?" 
Western Eretz Israel being smaller 
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than Belgium, would one talk of a 
“Greater Belgium?" 

True, there is the problem of the 
Palestinian Arabs. You are among 
those who call them Palestinians. 
Do you not remember the Pream- 
ble to the Mandate given to Britain 
over Eretz Israel (Palestine) — or, 
as Herbert Samuel contrived to call 
It, Palestine (E.I.) There it is 
written; “Recognition having been 
given to the historical connection 
between the Jewish people and 
Palestine..." Note: "the Jewish 
people and Palestine." 

Dear Professor Fein, in those 
days every intelligent human being 
knew, understood and remembered 
that Palestine is the foreign name 
given for Eretz Israel. One could 
verily read the above-quoted 
sentence: "...the historical connec- 
tion between the Jewish people and 
Eretz Israel." And now, I, who am 
not willing to hand over parts of 
that Eretz Israel to foreign rule, to 
foreign sovereignty — I am called 
by you who advocates progress, 
“chauvinist"? 

Yes. Indeed, as stated, . there is 
the problem of the Palestinian 
Arabs. Never did we seek to do 


them wrong. The absolute historic 
truth Is that they Inflicted on 
themselves all the wrongs done to 
them. By their own-hand and that of 
their leaders they suffered. You 
should know that as, long as we 
fought the British for the liberation 
of Eretz Israel from colonial rale 
there was total peace between Jew 
and Arab In the country, and then, 
on the morrow of November 29, 
1947, they, the . Palestinian Arabs, 
attacked us to literally annihilate 
us. And then,- on the day following 
the declaration- bf our in- 
dependence, regular armies in- 
vaded our country from the north 
and the south and the east to 
destroy us. 

The fact that neither succeeded la 
no historic injustice; it is historic 
justice. Indeed, ponder for a mo- 
ment what would have transpired 
had we not repelled those who at- 
tacked os, bent on erasing the 
memory of Israel In Eretz Israel in 
the generation of the Holocaust. 

The truth is that my colleagues 
and I wish, to the extent possible, to 
redress that wrong, which the 
Arabs brought upon .themselves 
when they strove to deprive us not 
only bf the' land of our forefathers 
but also of our lives. Hence, theidea 
of the autonomy for the Arab in- 
habitants of Judea. Samaria and 
the Gaza District, which Is totally 
our idea. 

It was not the Americans who 
proposed autonomy, nor the Egyp- 
tians. It was- we. the Jews, 'OK 
Zionists, the disciple# of Ze'ev 


Jabotlnsky, who proposed this 
humanitarian idea. It was accepted 


In Washington and In Cairo both 
(and we shall let no men distort it). 

By the Idea of the autonomy, for 
the first time in their history the 
Arabs will be able to five together 
with us In Eretz Israel hx peace. In 
understanding. In freedom. In 
mutual respect and advancement, 
they themselves conducting their 
own affairs. Security alone we shall 
reserve, for were we not to do that, 
not only would our brethren and 
children be killed but peace itself 
would be murdered and bloodshed 
would be permanent.
